When a Lawyer undertakes in any caufe 


which is ofiered him, whether it be meriro- 
riousor not, he may fairly be denominared a 
fpeculator, and a fpeculator too of the moft 
caugerous and deltructive kind.

When a practiling attorney, who happens 
alfo to be in the commiffion of the peace, in- 
iinutes fuits, to be decided by himlelf, he 
peculates upon the profeilion, upon his cath 
as juttice, upon the client and upon the par- 
ties between whom he fits as judge From 
fuch a a fpeculator goed Lord Salven us st! 


Petrife who know juft enough to 
quote from ‘ Jacob’s Law Dictionary,” and 
‘‘every man his ewn Lawyer,” are a more 
deftructive animal to the great bedy of the 
people, than the Heffian Fly, or the. canker 
worm. They are generated by the ile pat- 
fions of men, and they vegetate on their fol- 
lies in the fame maoner as the moft loathfome 
iniects are produced ard fupporteé by the pu-

When Lawyers by a long courfe of lucrative 
practices, grow fat ia purie and in body—-whea 
they difcover in themiclves a want of that vivaci- 
ty and brilliancy which give them fuch eclat, and 
coniequently perceive a decline of their profefli- 
onal bahiueis, if they then /pecu/are themfelves on 
to the bench as judges, with a handfome falary, 
they are arch /peculators. If however fuch Law- 
yers become unpopular judges and are obliged to 
quit their feats, and attempt to regaia their prac- 


tice, their /peculation is unlortunate. 


When attorneys receive bonds, notes and other 
demands and put them in fuit, and by delaying 
judgmeat from court co court, accumulate colt, 
till their demands againt their employers abfords 
the whole debt, they /peeulare ** with a witnels,”” 
Or if, when they collect money they convert it to 
their own ufe, inftead of paying it to their clients, 
they then /pecu/are upon their honefty, ard barver 
it away for filver and gold, Indeed fo verious are 
the ways in which this clafs of men /peculate and 
fo difingenuous are the mode: which fome of them 
adopt, that the epitaph upon Sir John Strange, 
the great and upright Englith Lawyer, flrikes as 
with force : 


‘* Here lies an honeft Lawyer, 
** And that is STRANGE. 


But let none imagine that Divines Phyficians 
and Lawyers are the only /peculazors at this day. 
The paflion for /peculation pervades all orders of 
men and {carcely an individual is exempt from it, 
The merchant /peculases when he permits his 
neighbour to run in debt for rum, tea, fugar, 
gauzes and feathers, till he compels him to mort- 
gage his farm for the payment. 


The mechanic /peculates when he ‘* flights his 
work,”’ that he may do the more, and gain the 
more cath. 

The wife /peculates with her hufband when fhe 
conftrains him by perfusfion and tendernefs, to 
convey her all his eilate: Avd when the bufband 
in like circumftances, gains alike object, ie /pecu- 
lates upon his wife. 

The fon who compels his parent in dotage, 
te make him his only heir, /pecu/ates upon his 
brothers. 

The girl who, from 16-10 25, devotes herfelf 
tothe acquifition of a gvod huiband with a for- 
tune, and finally obtains him, /pecwlates wel!.— 
She is equal to ftock at fix per Cent. If howe- 
ver the eilimates too highly her qualities aad re- 
jedts tolerable offers, under an idea of being able 
to captivate any body till her bloom of youth de- 
cay, the is not a deep Speculator—her fituation is 


‘Tike three per cents, and after 25 the is deferred 


frock, and after 50, pofleffed of irredeemable qua- 
lities. 

But there are {peculators of a very different de- 
fcription from thofe mentioned as yet. Speculators 
who Jive jolely by the bufinels. 


Seven years fiace, there appeared here and there 
an individual engaged in buying and felling pa- 
per.—No perfon envied his fituation for the honor 
or profit of it. Now the fpeculator who deals in 
his thoufands is the commis bomo of our age. The 
merchant has quit his counting room, the lawyer 
his clients, the divine his pulpit, the 'phyfician 
his lancet, the farmer his land, the mechanic his 
implements of work, the feaman his fhip, and 
the drayman trucks, and all meet in change alley, 
and with powdered hair and gold headed canes, 
boresitt £iry thoufand dollars worth of paper at a 
ftroke. Surely thefe are glorious times! And 
what is peculiarly ftriking in this bufincis, is, that 
they a/l make immenfe fortunes. We can eafily 
imagine that if A and B deal together and A lofes 


rool. B may be gainer of an hundred pounds, but 


how botheaa make fortuves by fuch a bargain is 





unaccountabie. Yet fuch is the fad that buyer and 
feller, each makes a great bargain. 

Formerly an hundred pounds was of fome im- 
portance, but now we hear only. of: thoufands. 
Six per cent. per annum was once efteemed a hea- 
vy premium for money, now our {peculators give 
four percent. per month and porchale paper which 
will produce fix percent. per year, and grow rich 
by the Speculation. Indeed there is a magic in 
Speculation, which Speculators alone difcover, 
they however do not become fully acquainted with 
the power of this magic, till they have made ten 
thouland dollars per day for two years, and then 
break tor eight buadred thoufand dollars. This is 
the effence of Speculations, viz. /peculations on 
Jpeculations. ow advantageous to a community 
are fuch deep /peculators ! New-York is the thea- 
tre on which, is difplayed this wonderfal art of /pe- 
culating, There we may fee the glorious iffuc of 
bank ferip viz. bankruptcy ! 

Permit me to inform the public who may be e- 
fteemed the mott arch and fasthed /fecu/azors in our 
country. Thofe who /pecalate theimfelves into 
Congrels, then /peculate upon the pudiic hnances 
till they eftablifh a funding fyftem and bank, then 
Jpeculatein the funds and bank till they engrofs the 
whole management of them, then /pecu/are upon 
the people to obtain fix dollars a day for labouring 
for ihem/elves, then /peculatz into Congrefs at the 
next election, and thus /peculate apon the proper- 
ty and welfare of their country.
